Yes sir, that Garden bid really did come through. Perhaps you 
have read about it in the newspapers, in Stars and Stripes, or Yank, 
or in one of the many other publications that have been talking about 
Muhlenberg and its basketball team. 

We’ve been selected as one of America’s top basketball teams this 
season and we’re in the National Invitational Tournament. We go into 
action in Madison Square Garden on Thursday, March 16, but at the 
moment we don’t know who our opponent will be. Also selected for the 
tournament were DePaul, St. John’s, Oklahoma A. and M., Kentucky, Utah, 
Bowling Green, and Canisius. Any one will be real competitions. 

Before we go into the tourney there will be one post-season game 
in Rockne Hall--a conditioner with the Sampson Naval Training Station 
team on Saturday, March 11. 

Here's an indication of what this year’s basketball season was 
like: 33,933 persons saw the Mules play in 15 games in Rockne Hall. 

The regular season ended with 20 victories and three defeats. Since we 
wrote to you the last time, the Mules won three more games, defeating 
Franklin and Marshall 63 to 44, Lehigh 56 to 37, and Villanova 46 to 32. 
The final game with Albright, scheduled at Reading, was cancelled be¬ 
cause a convenient date could not be arranged. Earlier in the season, 
Muhlenberg defeated Albright 57 to 26. We hope there'll be some more 
good basketball reports in the next letter, due in about two weeks. 

But basketball isn’t the only thing that's happening on the Muh¬ 
lenberg campus these days. We had a great commencement last Sunday and 
sent 16 more graduates and 125 Bluejackets and Marines on their way to 
join you and to back you up. This week we’ve been busy receiving new 
Naval trainees. Bluejackets and Marines entering Muhlenberg for the 
first time arrived from 22 states and the District of Columbia. We now 
have men on the campus from Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New York, Mary¬ 
land, Tennessee, Kansas, Alabama, Texas, Delaware, Louisiana, Mississ¬ 
ippi, Kentucky, Iowa, California, Ohio, Wisconsin, Georgia, Minnesota, 
Indiana, Oklahoma, Florida, Nebraska, Massachusetts, Connecticut, West 
Virginia, Illinois, and the District of Columbia. The unit is approx¬ 
imately the same size as when the V-12 program was inaugurated last 
July and that means that everyone around here is still good and busy. 
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We thought particularly of all you fellows across the country 
-abound the world when we raised a new service flag on the morning of 
commencement day. It’s a big banner and it flies from the main flag 
mast between the Administration Building and East Hall. The numeral 
below its large blue star is 861 and on its border are six gold stars. 
From the first page of this letter you will note that the number in 
the star will have to be changed to 862 and we have a hunch that we 
still don’t have the names of all Muhlenberg men who are in there with 
you. 


We forgot to tell you about wrestling in our last letter. Well 
here’s the season in final form. We won two matches and lost six. 
Victories were over Bucknell and Ursinus. Defeats were at the hands of 
Lehigh twice, Princeton, West Point, Franklin and Marshall, and Swarth- 
more.
